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5TH  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING  HELD 


The  PMCM’s  5th  meeting  was  held 
in  Jackson,  Mich,  on  April  22nd,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Michigan  State 
Numismatic  Society's  Spring  Conven- 
tion. Norm  Lewis,  who  served  as 
Sgt.of  Arms,  reported  thirty-seven 
members  and  many  guests  were  in 
attendance . 

The  program  was  in  charge  of  P. 

H.  (Jim)  Prans.  Jim  presented  a 
most  interesting  and  informative 
program  on  "Michigan’s  Broken  Bank 
Notes"  and  the  wildcat  banks  that 
once  existed  in  the  State.  His 
talk  was  illustrated  with  colored 
slides . 

^ 19.68  DUES  INCREASE  IMPERATIVE 

The  PMCM's  dues  for  1968  will  be 
increased  to  ;p3»00.  On  the  surface 
this  seems-  like  quite  an  increase, 
but  let’s  analyze  it  for  a moment. 

First,  a fifty  page  bulletin, 
such  as  you  have  received  on  a 
quarterly  basis,  costs  approximate- 
ly 30^  each  using  3rd  class  postage 
to  publish.  It  is  easy  to  see  that 
Jl .00  dues  will  not  cover  the  cost 
of  four  bulletins  a year.  We  do 
not  believe  that  you  wish  the  bulle- 
tin’s size  to  be  cut.  We  do  be- 
lieve you  wish  four  or  more  bulle- 
tins a year. 

Second,  we  have  had  considerable 
difficulty  with  3rd  class  postage, 
and  your  board  decided  to  mail  all 
publications  1st  Class  mail  begin- 
ning in  1 96‘8v 

One  of  the  main  problems  with 
^ 3rd  class  mail  is  the  slowness,  and 
P the  little  regard  that  some  post- 
offices  have  for  3rd  class  material. 
Some  of  the  larger  postoffices  re- 
gard 3rd  class  as  "junk  mail." 


Another  problem  is,  3rd  class 
mail  cannot  be  forwarded.  If  a mem- 
ber moves  and  neglects  to  notify  us 
of  his  change  of  address,  the  bulle- 
tin comes  back  to  us  with  postage 
due;  to  send  the  issue  out  again  to 
the  new  address  costs  an  additional 
fee,  or  in  the  end  triple  postage 
amounting  to  30^. 

Third,  there  are  many  other  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  PMCM  such 
as:  membership  cards,  envelopes, 
stationery,  postage  for  correspond- 
ence, mimeo  expense,  typewriter  ex- 
pense, post  office  box  rental. 

To  date  all  labor  has  been  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  Nothing  has  been 
paid  out  for  wages  of  any  kind. 

From  75  to  100  hours  is  required  to 
issue  each  bulletin.  This  type  of 
voluntary  labor  is  becoming  harder 
and  harder  to  find. 

!There  is  no  depreciation  figured 
on  the  machines.  They  are  owned  by 
the  Secretary,  and  she  has  graciously 
donated  their  use  to  the  PMCM. 

Fourth,  when  the  fourth  and  fi- 
nal issue  of  1967  is  mailed,  our 
treasury  will  be  depleted. 

We,  the  board  feel  that  a three 
dollar  dues  charge  is  not  exorbi- 
tant.  Broken  down  it  would  be  )2.00 
for  the  1963  dues  and  ) 1 . 00  for  all 
First  Class  mailing,  or  a total  of 
)3*00  per  year  beginning  with  1968. 

We  feel  that  )3.00  per  year  will 
be  adequate  to  operate  our  societys 
business  for  the  forseeable  future, 
and  no  further  increase  is  contem- 
plated . 

We  hope  you  will  see  our  dilemma, 
and  will  not  object  to  this  increase. 
If  you  have  a question  regarding  it, 
let  us  know  your  views.

•NEIL  SHAPER  RECEIVES  7th 
NATHAN  GOLD  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

Neil  Shafer  of  Racine,  Wisconsin 
(PMCM  ;/-250)  has  been  presented  with 
the ’Nathan  Gold  Memorial  Award  for 
1967*  Neil,  who  is  an  acknowledged 
numismatic  authority,  has  authored 
a wide  range  of  articles  and  books 
in  the  paper  money  field. 

With  the  publication  of  "A  Guide 
Book  of  Philippine  ’Paper  Money"' 
Shafer  became  the  first  author  to 
detail  the  story  of  the  regular 
issue  Philippine  paper  currency 
during  the  period  of  United  States 
domination  in  the  islands.  It  is 
reported  that  he  currently  Is  work- 
ing on  a separate  volume  planned 
for  future  publication  that  will 
develop  the  complex  story  of  the 
•600-plus  issues  of  World  War  II 
emergency  and  guerilla  currency  of 

the  Philippines. 

Some  of  his  past  articles  in  the 
paper  money  field  have  covered  such 
subjects  as  Cuban  and  Siamese  Paper 
money,  propaganda  notes,  travelers 
checks,  interest  bearing  notes  of 
the  world,  U.S.  food  stamp  coupons, 
specimen  paper  currency  of  Outer 
Mongolia,  and  Commemorative  paper 
money. 


OPPORTUNITY  TO  PUBLISH  BOOK  ON 
MICHIGM  NOTES 

James  Curto  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  members  attending  the 
Spring  convention  meeting,  that 
Harold  Bowen  has  ready  for  publica- 
tion a sequel  to  his  previous  book, 
State  Bank  Notes  of  Michigan".  It 
is  our  understanding  from  Mr.  Curto fs 
remarks  that  the  new  book  would  list 
the  notes  of  private  banks,  rail- 
road banks,  insurance  company  banks, 
and  others  not  listed  in  the  previous 
volume . 

Jim  Curto  further  reported  that 
Bowen  was  reluctant  to  proceed  fur- 
ther with  the  publishing  of  this 
book,  and  that  we  would ^probably  be 
able  to  obtain  Bowen's  permission 
to  publish  the  new  work.  Since  the 
meeting  we  have  found  that  Harold 
Bowen-  would  be  willing  to  give  his 
permission  to  publish  this  book  to 
the  PMCM  or  another  numismatic  organ- 
ization. There  are  .a  few  items 
stipulated  by  Mr,  Bowen,  such  as 
the  new  book  must  be  published  in 
the  same  size  as  the  previous  book, 
the  same  color,  type  of  binding, 
and  the  same  grade  of  paper-  through- 
out would  have  to  be  used.  In  other 
words,  when  issued  it  would  be  a 
companion  to  volume  one. 

We  have  done  some  research  on 
publication  costs,  and  based  011  ad- 
vanced estimates,  we  find  that  from 
j3500  to  J4000  would  be  adequate  to 
put  it  into  print  in  the  quantity 
of  1 , 000  copies . 

The  PMCM  is  not  financially  able 
to  publish  it,  and  Mr,  Curto  came  up 
with  the  idea  that  perhaps  some  of 
our  members  would  be  willing  to 
underwrite  its  publication.  They 
would  then  be  paid  back  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  book  sales. 

We  are  bringing  this  to  your 
attention,  and  if  anyone  i.s  inter- 
ested we  would  be  pleased  to  hear 
from  you.

. A nation's  currency  is  its  lifeblood,  giving  transfusions  to  all 
of  its  people!  The  crime  of  counterfeiting  currency  is  one  of  the  old- 
est criminal  professions , . and  since  ancient  times  the  practice  has 
•v  flourished  in  all  nations  of  the  world. 

’.Then  the  colonists  settled  in  Hew  England,  it  wasn't  long  before 
they  were  making  counterfeit  wampum  with  which  to  swindle  the  Indians. 

The  settlers  were  eventually  stuck  with  their  own  product  however,  as 
the  Indians  knew  the  product  well  and  were  too  sharp  to  accept  anything 
except. the  genuine  article.  The  counterfeit  wampum  remained  in  circula- 
tion within  the  colonies  to  be  used  by  the  settlers  themselves. 

> ....  watch  dogs  of  the  American  dollar,  or  those  whose  job  it  is  to 

protect  our. currency , are  the  United  States  Secret  Service  agents.  Dur- 
ing^the  Civil  War  it  was  estimated  that  one-third  of  the  money  in  circu- 
lation was  counterfeit.  It  was  the  feeling  that  unless  counterfeiting 
could  be  stopped,  the  public  would  lose  all  confidence  in  the  country's 
currency  and  the  economic  structure  of  the  nation  would  crumble.  Adding 
to  the  difficulty  of  detection  of  the  plague  of  phonies  was  the  endless 
variety  of  notes  that  were  in  circulation.  So,  on  July  5,  1865,  William 
. P,.  Wood  (who  was  once  the  keeper  of  the  capital  prison)  , was  sworn  in 
as  the  first  Chief  of  a newly  organized  branch  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment--the  United  States  Secret  Service. 

There  have  been  stories  that  the  first  Chief  of  the  Secret  Service 
,was  Allan  Pinkerton  or  Lafayette  C.  Eaker.  These  stories  are  false. 

^ Pinkerton  was  on  the  payroll  of  the  War  Department  as  a spy,  while  Baker 
was  head  of  the  War  Department's  Secret  Service  during  the  Civil  War, 
directing  activities  similar  to  those  of  the  military  intelligence  today. 

.For  oyer  a century  this  government  agency  has  been  the  guardian  of 
the  integrity  of  the  securities  and  currency  of  our  country.  Today  this 
department  performs  other  functions  as  well,  chief  of  which  is  the 
guarding  of  the  lives  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  their  respec- 
tive families. 

James  Rowley  was  appointed  Director  of  the  Secret  Service  late  in 
1965.  The  Service  at  that  time  had  an  authorized  strength  of  about  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  persons.  Two-thirds  of  the  personnel  are  agents. 

One  of  the  agency's  primary  interests  is  to  confiscate  counterfeit 
money  before  it  gets  into  circulation.  If  the  fake  money  does  reach 
circulation,  the  banks  or  citizens  must  stand  the  loss. 

In  the. fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1962,  the  Secret  Service  reported 
that  ;j>4. 1 million  had  been  confiscated  in  counterfeit  money.  In  1963 
i 3*3  million  was  seized.  The  amount  of  fake  money  that  was  seized  in 
1963  had  nearly  quadrupled  that  which  was  taken  ten  years  earlier  in 
1953. 

.For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1964,  Rowley  reported  that  $7*2 
in  counterfeit  currency  had  been  confiscated.  During  1964  the 
division  uncovered  forty-four  counterfeit  plants  and  arrested  737  per- 
sons. They  also  reported  investigating  41,236  cases  involving  more  than 
^j>4  million  in  forged  government  checks,  and  5, 795  cases  involving 
3730,000.  in  forged  U.S.  Savings  Bonds. 

In  the  fiscal  year  1965,  Secret  Service  agents  throughout  the 
United  States  recovered  33,364,000  in  counterfeit  paper  money.  Seventy- 
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five  percent  of  this  currency  was  confiscated  before  it  went  into  circu- 
lation. In  the  process,  agents  closed  down  thirty-six  counterfeiting 
operations. 

In.  1966  the  department's  report  revealed  that  over  nine  million 
dollars  had  been  seized  during  the  year,  366  arrests  made,  and  thirty- 
six  counterfeiting  plants  put  out  of  business.  Rowley  reported  ninety 
percent  of  this  never  reached  circulation. 

The  Secret  Service  is  not  optimistic  that  this  trend  will  decrease 
in. the  future.  In  June  of  1 966  Rowley  stated,  "There  is  no  indication 
.that  this  criminal  activity  will  lessen  in  the  coming  year.  Much  of 
the  blame  for  the  situation  can  be  attributed  to  the  ease  with  which 
large  amounts  of  counterfeit  currency  can  be  produced  by  technicians 
with  limited  capability." 

The  method  used  in  the  printing  of  our  currency  today,  can  be  dup- 
licated by  offset  press.  These  can  be  found  in  most  print  shops  all 
over  America.  John  H.  Hanley,  Secret  Service  Special  Agent  in  charge 
of  counterfeiting  said,  "Advances  made  by  the  graphic  arts  now  make  it 
possible  for  forgers  to  obtain  ready-mixed  chemicals  and  inks,  pre- 
sensitized plates  and  high  grade  paper  as  easily  as  a housewife  can  buy 
a loaf  of  bread." 

A second  factor  to  be  considered  is  the  improvement  in  transporta- 
tion facilities.  A team  of  counterfeit  note  passers  can  blanket  an 
Eastern  city  with  bills  that  have  never  seen  the  inside  of  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Printing  and  Engraving,  and  be  on  the  West  coast  before  the 
first  one  is  detected. 

All  reproduction  of  genuine  currency,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  well 
as  Treasury  checks,  is  a violation  of  the  counterfeiting  laws.  The 
development  of  the  photo  engraving  technique  has  made  counterfeiting 
much  easier  than  it  was  when  the  plates  had  to  be  hand -made.  Today, 
counterfeiting  operations  can  be  found  in  just  about  any  place  from 
the  basements  of  respectable  homes  to  mobile  house-trailers. 

During  the  summer  of  1966,  the  Secret  Service  agents  confiscated 
25>00C  photo-copies  of  half  of  a U.S.  ;?10  bill  that  was  printed  as 
*an  advertising  gimmick  by  a Dallas,  Texas  printer.  On  the  other  half 
of  the  note  appeared  an  advertisement.  The  bills  were  then  rolled  up, 
and  dropped  on  the  sidewalks  where  the  people  snatched  them  up.  The 
notes  were  confiscated,  but  in  this  case,  no  charges  were  made  inasmuch 
as  there  was  no  intent  to  defraud.  Advertising  gimmicks  that  bear 
copies  of  U.S.  currency  in  whole  or  in  part  are  illegal  to  print,  dis- 
tribute, or  own. 

It  is  also  illegal  to  possess  counterfeit  notes  or  coins.  Several 
years  ago  a New  England  minister  had  a nice  collection  of  counterfeit 
coins.  He  wanted  to  obtain  a few  phoney  bills  to  round  out  his  dis- 
play, and  so  he  contacted  a local  bank  which  turned  the  matter  over  to 
the  Secret  Service.  As  a result,  the  counterfeit  coin  collection  was 
confiscated . 

It  is  illegal  to  buy,  Possess , or  sell  counterfeit  coins  or 
currency  of  current  legal  tender.  Counterfeit  material  of  early  Ameri- 
can, Colonial,  Continental,  Confederate  and  other  obsolete  items  have 
been  in  numismatic  collections  for  years,  and  are  not  questioned.  How- 
ever--possession  of  counterfeits  of  current  currency  is  illegal,  and 
should  not  be  in  any  numismatic  collection.  When  detected,  this  mater- 
ial is  supposed  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Secret  Service. 
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Counterfeiting  attracts  a wide  range  of  different  types  of  indivi- 
duals. Hardened  criminals,  school  teachers,  students,  office  workers, 
and  people  from  many  professions  and  of  all  ages  have  been  apprehended 
in  their  careers  of  "making  their  own"  money.  The  counterfeit  notes 
are  usually  issued  in  310  and  320  denominations , although  other  sizes 
are  also  faked.  Phoney  money  is  usually  passed  at  busy  commercial  cen- 
ters, race  tracks,  shopping  centers,  and  other  like  places  where  clerks 
are  less  apt  to  have  the  time  to  examine  the  notes  carefully. 

The  paper  that  is  used  in  the  making  of  our  currency  has  been  man- 
ufactured by  the  Crane  Paper  Company  of  Dalton,  Mass,  for  the  past 
twenty  years.  It  is  illegal  to  possess  any  of  this  paper,  and  every 
scrap  is  returned  to  the  chopping  machine.  The  paper  is  limited  by 
law  for  any  other  purpose. 

The  notes  are  printed  with  green  ink,  because  green  is  not  easily 
photographed,  and  is  a further  attempt  to  deter  counterfeiters. 

Several  engravers  work  on  the  master  plates,  with  no  single  en- 
graver doing  a complete  plate.  One  works  on  portraits,  another  on  the 
scroll  work,  another  on  lettering,  etc.  To  meet  the  necessary  specifi- 
cations, bills  must  pass  tests  for  bursting,  tearing,  tensile  strength, 
opacity,  softness,  stiffness  and  folding.  In  the  folding  test,  the 
notes  must  withstand  2,200  double  folds.  The  plates  used  to  make  the 
bills  are  made  from  the  master  plates  by  electrolysis. 

Counterfeit  notes  :,n  usually  be  spotted  by  their  lifeless  por- 
traits, and  usually  have  a smudgy,  pasty-white  portrait.  Look  also  at 
the  sax-tooth  points  around  the  rim  of  the  seal  to  determine  if  they  are 
uneven,  irregular  or  broken  off.  In  a genuine  bill,  these  points  are 
sharp  and  even.  A genuine  bill  has  colored  threads  imbedded  in  the 
paper;  the  threads  in  imitation  notes  will  sometimes  be  imitated  with 

colored  lines,  but  the  ruse  will  be  detected  easily  under  close  examina- 
tion. 

Mutilation  of  a bill  is  another  violation.  A student  in  Davenport, 
Iowa  was  arrested  about  four  years  ago  for  "making  his  own"  money.  He 
took  ten  genuine  dollar  bills,  cut  them  apart  in  strips,  and  then  glued 
them  back  together  again  with  enough  "left  overs"  to  make  an  extra 
"'bill*  He  then  took  two  dozen  .3 1 0 bills,  from  which  he  made  two  extra. 
His  career  was  short-lived  however,  as  he  was  caught  when  a sharp  eyed 
druggist  noticed  the  bills  had  a strange  appearance. 

Sometimes  a counterfeiter  alters  a note  by  putting  $10  or  )20 
corners  on  one  dollar  notes.  If  a clerk  is  busy  when  they  are  passed 
and  does  not  look  too  carefully  at  the  bills  offered,  they  quite  often 
will  go  undetected  at  the  time. 

The  penalties  for  the ' manufacture , possession,  passing  or  sale  of 
counterfeit  money  are  all  the  same— a maximum  of  fifteen  years  in  prison 
or  $5,000.  fine,  or  both* 

In  the  time  of  ancient  Egypt,  during  medieval  England,  and  down 
through  the  ages,  many  of  those  found  guilty  of  counterfeiting  had 
their  hands  cut  off.  In  1 36 1 , an  Act  of  the  Confederacy  made  the  pen- 
alty for  counterfeiting--Death1  A counterfeit  clause  appeared  on  the 
National  Bank  Notes  of  the  first  charter  period  in  the  1860’s,  as  well 
as  other  issues,  warning  of  the  results  of  counterfeiting. 

.Public  education  is  one  of  the  most  effective  weapons  used  by  the 
Secret  Service.  Public  displays  comparing  real  and  faked  bills  are 
frequently  made  available  to  banks  and  other  institutions  for  public 
inspection.  Many  publications  are  distributed.  One  of  these,  a book- 
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let  entitled,  "Know  Your  Money"  is  a concise  account  of  the  differences 
between  authentic  and  false  money.  Ways  and  means  of  detecting  phoney 
paper  money  are  carefully  explained  and  illustrated. 

Photographic  reproductions  of  notes  are  permissable  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illustrating  educational  articles,  numismatic  advertising,  and 
other  reasons.  However,  some  strict  rules  must  be  followed.  The  illus 
trations  cannot  be  close  to  the  size  of  the  original  bill.  They  must 
be  larger  than  one  and  a half  times,  or  less  than  three  quarters  of 
the  actual  size.  This  same  rule  holds  true  for  other  forms  of  govern- 
ment securities. 


Counterfeiting  has  always  been  one  of  the  get-rich  projects  to 
attract  the  criminal.  It  has  also  occurred  to  governments  that  massive 
forgeries  could  go  a long  way  toward  wrecking  a rival  country’s  economy. 
Nazi  'Germany  used  this  device  during  World  War  II,  and  produced  an 
estimated  -}600  million  worth  of  British  banknotes.  It  was  so  success- 
ful that  by  1943  the  bank  withdrew  all  existing  paper  money  from  circu- 
lation, and  issued  a new  series.  The  cost  to  the  British  Government 
to  make  this  change  and  offset  the  counterfeit  currency  was  in  the 
millions,  and  the  fake  money  continued  to  be  circulated  and  accepted. 

A British  General,  Sir  William  Howe,  is  credited  as  being  the 
first  to  use  counterfeit  money  as  an  instrument  of  warfare.  General 
Howe  furnished  the  Tories  with  phoney  money  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  The  idea  behind  this  action  was  to  develop  a feeling  of  distrust 
for  the  Continental  currency  in  circulation,  and  undermine  the  economy. 


One  of  the  most  fantastic  cases  the  Secret  Service  was  ever  faced 
with  was  a plot  to  steal  the  body  of  President  Lincoln  from  his  tomb  in 
Springfield,  Illinois.  This  happened  in  1877.  The  idea  was  to  steal 
the  President's  body  and  hold  it  for  ransom.  The  plan  was  hatched  by 
two  counterfeiters  in  an  attempt  to  force  the  release  of  a third  man, 
(Ben  Boyd,  who  was  a skilled  engraver),  from  Joliet  Prison,  where  he 
was  serving  time  for  his  home-made  money  activities.  The  plan  for  the 
grave  robbing  was  thwarted  by  the  Secret  Service,  and  the  two  were 
apprehended  and  sentenced  to  prison. 


On  one  occasion  a Chicago  man  was  charged  with  using  counterfeit 
money  to  pay  a bill.  At  his  hearing,  he  pleaded  that  he  was  unaware 
that  the  money  was  phoney.  When  asked  to  prove  this,  he  blurted,  "Be- 
cause I stole  it.  Would  I be  stealing  money  if  I thought  it  was  coun- 
terfeit?" That  made  such  good  sense  to  the  judge  that  he  dropped  the 
charge  of  passing  counterfeit  money,  and  substituted  a new  charge-- 
theft.  "Sure  I stole  it,"  admitted  the  defendent,  "but  counterfeit 
money  has  no  legal  value.  Since  when  is  it  a crime  to  steal  nothing?" 
No  one  could  find  any  flaws  in  this  logic,  and  so  the  man  was  released. 
This  may  be  one  example  of  a case  where  two  wrongs  made  a right. 
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DEFINITION  OF  "BOGUS" 


The  word  "bogus"  used  to  describe  counterfeit  coins  or  currency  is 
derived  from  "Borghese"--the  name  of  a counterfeiter  who  was  active 
around  1840.  He  operated  in  the  Middlewest  and  Western  states,  and 
these  areas  were  flooded  at  the  time  with  worthless  "Borghese  Currency. 

Webster  defines  "bogus"  as  "spurious;  sham. 

"Counterfeit "is  defined  as  "That  which  is  made  in  imitation  of  some- 
thing else  with  a view  to  defraud;  hence,  spurious;  a forgery. 

"Spurious"  --Not  proceeding  from  the  true  source,  not  genuine; 
counterfeit .

One  year  has  passed  since  the  PMCM  started  their  FAN  exchange,  and 
for  the  most  part,  it  has  -worked  out  very  well.  All  districts  have  one 
or  more  members  who  have  offered  to  help  other  members  obtain  current 
FRN's.  I've  found  most  of  the.  members  who  volunteered  this  service  for 
the  other  members,  are  willing  to  help  in  any  way  they  can.  I've,  also 
had  some  reports  of  regret  with  the  exchange.  One  member  has  asked  that 
his  name  be  removed,  as  the  many  trades  with  other  members  was  not  help- 
ing his  collection,  and  the  postage  problem  was  more  than  he  wanted  to 
bear.  The  biggest  complaint  made  to  me  has  been  the  postage  problem. 

I ve  mentioned  this  in  earlier  issues,  but  still  some  members  write  for 
information  or  trades,  and  fail  to  enclose  return  postage.  ‘ It  is  my 
feeling  that  the  members  on  the  list  are  going  out  of  their  way  to  help 
by  providing  a source  of  current  notes  for  the  others,  and  most  trades 
don't  help  their  collections  too  much.  So  why  should  they,  as  volunteers 
have  to  pay. postage  for  those  seeking  trades  or  information.  Again  let' 
me  say,  if  you  seek  a trade  or  information  about  a trade  from  someone 
on  our  FRN  list,  always  enclose  a'  stamped  self-addressed  envelope. 

This ^ is  the  courteous  thing  to  do,  and  it  will  bring  a quicker  reply. 

Any  Inquiry  for  a trade  that  doesn't  include  some  postage,  which  I feel 
won  t help  me,  I don't  answer:  If  I make  any  inquiry  to  a new  collector, 
I always  send  some  postage--and  many  on  our  list  do  the  seme.  I have 
found  that  this  situation  has  improved  over  what  it  was  when  we  first 
started  the  exchange,  and  feel  sure  most  will  do  their  best  in  the  future 

We  have  added  several  names  to  the  list  since  the  last  one.  There 
are  also  some  address  changes,  so  this  listing  supersedes  all  others. 
Perhaps  by  the  time  this  is  in  your  hands,  we  will  have  a few  1963-B 
notes  available.  This  will  put  the  exchange  in  high  geari 

One  other  problem  has  come  up;  the  problem  that  some  collectors 
collect  by  suffix  letters.  These  collectors  seem  to  be  ha,ving  their 
troubles,  as  others  on  the  list  don't  collect  in  this  way.  Perhaps 
there  should  be  two  exchange  lists  to  try  and  help  this  situation.  I’ve 
had  requests,  and  feel  sure  many  others  have  also,  for  certain  suffix 
letters  on  notes.  In  some  cases  I've  been  able  to  help  with  these  re- 
quests, but  have  also  had  to  turn  down  many  because  I don't  have,  and 
can't  get,  the  particular  suffix  they  ask  for.  I realize  this  is. a 
problem. 

To  answer  all  these  requests  and  inquiries  takes  time,  and  as  I've 
said,  if  you  don’t  receive  some  help  with  the  return  postage,  one  feels 
reluctant- to  even  answer.  I am  sure  these  problems  can  be  worked  out, 
as  I feel  this  exchange  is  a real  asset  to  our  organization. 

Only  two  comments  were  received  on  a name  for  the  exchange,  so  per- 
haps it  should  be  left  as  is  for  now.  Good  hunting  and  happy  trading.

SECRETARY  GAGE  SPEAKS  ON  AMERICAN  .FINANCE 

NEW  YORK  - JANUARY  5,  1901

uThe  remarks  on  American  finance  recently  made  at  a dinner  in  New 
York  City  by  Mr.  Gage,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  have  no  doubt  been 
widely  circulated;  but  to  us,  they  seem  to  merit  even  more  careful 
attention  that  what  they  have  already  received.  They  deserve,  indeed, 
to  be  deeply  pondered.  What  he  said  about  the  "green-backs"  should 
especially  be  heeded. 

He  pointed  out  that  we  now  have,  either  in  circulation  among  the 
people,  or  retained  as  a reserve  fund  in  the  banks,  not  less  than 
5346,000,000  in  government  notes,  or  so-called  "green-backs".  These 
constitute  an  enormous  public  debt,  payable  on  demand. 

This  is  by  no  means  the  whole  of  our  public  indebtedness.  We  also 
have,  or  soon  will  have,  about  )6 , 000, 000 , 000  in  Silver  Certificates, 
whose  parity  with  gold  at  the  artificial  ratio  of  16  to  1,  the  govern- 
ment is  under  obligation  to  uphold.  The  ultimate  effect  of  this  latter 
obligation, • whenever  the  government  is  called  upon  to  make  it  good,  will, 
of  course,  be  the  difference  between  the  commercial  value  of  the  white 
metal  and  the  face  value  under  which  it  circulates  with  the  government 
guarantee.  At  the  present  moment  the  difference  is  not  far  from 
;3> 000, 000, 000,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  will  be 
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lessened . 

"Is  it  not,"  asks  Mr.  Gage,  "the  duty  of  all,  and  a far-sighted 
Administration,  to  diminish  the  amount  of  these  outstanding  notes  and 
certificates — which  at  any  hour  it  may  be  called  upon  to  pay,  and  which 
certainly  it  could  not  pay  without  borrowing  a great  deal  of  money." 

It  may  be  said,  these  government  notes  and  certificates  are  indis- 
pensable in  order  to  supply  the  people's  need  of  a circulating  medium. 

It  would  be  fatal  to  commerce  and  industry  to  withdraw  a considerable 

fraction  of  them--unless , a substitute  were  forthcoming. 

How  is  such  a substitute  to  be  provided?  Mr.  Gage  would  furnish  it 
by  increasing  the  power  of  National  Banks  to  extend  credit  to  their 
customers  by  issuing  to  a customer  the  bank's  own  notes,  payable  on  de- 
mand. At  present,  banks  are  only  authorized  to 'issue  their  notes  to  an 
amount  bearing  a fixed  relation  to  the  quantity  of  National  Bonds  pur- 
chased by  them  and  deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury.  It  is 
obvious,  that  under  this  system,  the  amount  of  notes  which  a given  bank 
will  desire  to  issue  will  be  controlled  as  to  volume,  by  the  current 

price  of  interest  bearing  United  States  Bonds  in  Nall  Street.  That  is 

to  say,  there  will  be  a tendency  to  contract  the  issues  of  banknotes  at 
the  very  time  when  active  business  most  requires  an  expansion  of  the 
circulating  medium. 

On  the  other  hand,, when  the  occurrence  of  an  industrial  crisis  has 
lowered  the  price  of  interest  bearing  United  States  Bonds,  a bank  will 
be  willing  enough  to  enlarge  its  output  of  banknotes,  which  then,  how- 
ever, will  not  be  needed,  owing  to  the  temporary  collapse  of  industrial 
activity. 

As  things  are . our  industrial  and  commercial  life  has  been  brought 
into  a too'  dangerous  dependency  upon  our  public  finances.  It  is  Mr. 
Gage's  conviction  that  this  marriage  between  two  things  which  God  did 
not  join  together,  ought  to  be  put  asunder;  not,  indeed,  by  a hasty 
or  violent  divorce,  but  with  a due  heed  to  established  interests. 

Mr.  Gage  advocates  a new  law,  permitting  National  Banks  to  issue 
banknotes  based  on  their  assets,  instead  of,  as  now,  on  deposits  of 
United  States  Bonds.  He  quoted  with  approval  the  policy  of  a South 
American  republic  which  allows  a given  bank  to  issue  notes  to'  circulate 
as  money,  limited  in  amount  only  by  their  relation  to  its  capital,  and 
by  the  percentage  of  specie  which  it  is  required  to  carry  against  note 
issues.  In  the  republic  a deposit  of  government  bonds  is  not  exacted, 
for  the  reason  that  it  would  tie  up  bank  capital  which  is  indispensable 
for  the  uses  of  industry  and  trade. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  showed,  that  for  thirty-six  years, 
our  business  community  has  been  deprived  of  the  use  of  a credit  currency, 
which  would  have  been  forthcoming  had  a bank's  issue  of  notes  been 
based  upon  its  assets.  He  deemed  it  Impossible  to  measure  the  economic 
loss  which  we  have  thus  sustained  in  dollars,  but  he  was  certain  that 
the  borrowing  class  has  thus  paid  a larger  rate  of  interest  as  a conse- 
quence, and  will  continue  to  do  so  while  the  system  lasts. 

As  regards  the  check  that  could  be  imposed  upon  a possible  over- 
estimate of  assets,  and  consequent  overissue  of  banknotes,  Mr.  Gage 
dwelt,  among  other  things,  upon  the  disadvantages  of  bank  federation  in 
clearing  houses,  and  suggested  a National  clearing  house. 

Wo  add  that  with  respects  to  trusts,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
did  not  deny  that  the  consolidations  of  capital  and  the  centralization 
of  industries  excite  new  and  serious  inquiry  as  to  the  effects  they  may 
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produce.  "Are  they,"  he  asked,  "the  natural  and  healthful  unfoldings 
of  a true  economic  movement?  Will  they  bear  beneficial  fruits  which 
will  find  an  equitable  distribution  through  the  whole  body  politic,  or 
will  they  prove  to  be  engines  of  power,  by  the  aid  of  which  the  few  can 
exploit  the  many?" 


Secretary  GageR's  own  faith  is  strong  in  the  first  direction;  Never- 
theless he  recognized  that  in  the  modern  phenomenon  of  trusts,  two  dan- 
gers are  apparent.  One  is  that  through  prejudice  and  ignorance,  we 
block  the  path  of  natural  economic  progress.

Upon 
viewing  a number  of  exhibits  over  a period  of  a few  years,  certain  nec- 
essities are  evident  in  the  matter  of  rating  points.  Perhaps  many  read- 
ers will  disagree,  but  it  is  my  contention  that  new  considerations  must 
"be  given  to  this  field  of  numismatics.  The  rules  that  apply  to  coins 
must  be  modified  so  that  they  can  better  be  adapted  to  Paper  Money  dis- 
plays. 


Certainly  the  choice  of  the  judges  is  to  be  regarded  with  the  utmost 
care.  No  longer  will  any  exhibitor  tolerate  his  material  to  be  judged 
by  individuals  who  are  not  connected  in  someway  with  the  paper  money 
field i How  any  club  official  can  conceive  that  a quick  search  might 
locate  some  poor  soul  who  can  be  persuaded  to  perform  this  thankless 
ta.sk,  is  beyond  explanation.  Thought  and  arrangement  for  the  judging 
must  be  given  beforehand^  The  judges  selected  must  possess  some  know- 
ledge in  the  field  they  are  asked  to  judge.

Paper  Money  for  instance  is  known  with  unique  or  interesting  serial 
numbers,  but  "coin"  terminology  recognizes  none  of  this.  The  space  here 
does  not  permit  defense  of  a rare  note  when  it  is  used  in  relation  to  a 
''specific  subject,  or  an  area  such  as  a National  Bank  Note.  A U.S.  coin 
Slight  be  the  only  one  known,  but  a comparison  could  be  dram  with  the 
Upper  Peninsular  Mining  area  of  Michigan  or  the  Finger  Lakes  region  of 
New  York.  Surely  the  attention  that  such  a coin  would  receive  would 
astound  many,  but  when  considered  in  comparison,  logic  comes  to  mindi 
By  this  I mean  (as  has  been  pointed  out  to  me)  that  consideration  should 
be  given  to  such  an  exhibitor  due  to  this  fact.

'.vt  i won't  go  further,  except  to  touch  on  the  biggest  problem  that 
confronts  any  rules  and  exhibits  committee.  The  whole  purpose  of  any 
exhibit  is  what  the  name  impljes-  It  is  wonderful  to  see  many  beautiful 
exhibits  with  attractively  designed  display  boards— -but , as  the  old 
saying  goes,  "it’s  gilding  the  lily",  and  never  should  a judge  forget 
the  fact , that  what  is  displayed  in  the  case  has  sometimes  been  given 
secondary  consideration.  Naturally,  poor  information  is  poor  exhibiting. 

1 for  one,  go  on  record  to  state  that  adjustment  or  modification 
of  the  judging  rules  is  long  overdue.  ' It  is  this  collectors  wish  that 
the  P.M.C.M.  research  its  members  and  obtain  their  views  through  the 
medium  of  "The  Rag  Picker".  I certainly  will  stick  to  my  feelings  on 
this  subject.

They 
will  be  of  the  following  denominations:  }1  .00  (Blue),  $5.00  (Green), 
JlO.OO  (Red),  550.00  (Blue  and  Grey),  and  ) 100.00  (Violet). 

The  banknotes  will  show  the  portrait  of  the  first  Yang  di  Pertuan 
Agong  (King)  of  Malaysia  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  obverse,  and  a 
water-mark  on  the  left. 

The  Malaysia  dollar  is  equivalent  to  5° *33  U.S.  Although  Singapore 
is  no  longer  a member  of  Malaysia,  it  will  use  the  new  coinage  and 
banknotes  of  Malaysia.  Coins  of  1^,  5p',  10$zQ  20 ^ and  5 Op'  denomination 
will  be  issued  at  the  same  time.

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NEW  BOOK  PIT  PAPER  MONEY  BY  PMCM  MEMBER 

A Handbook- Catalog  "BANKNOTES  OF  THE  WORLD"  has  been  finished  by 
PllCII  member  Geo.rge  J.  Sten  (#269),  and  will  be  published  in  four  sep- 
arate volumes  of  approximately  two  hundred  pages  each. 

This  work  is  NOT  a revision  or  expansion  of  "Encyclopedia  of  World 
Paper  Money";  . it  is  an  entirely  new  handbook-catalog  of  notes  issued 
since  the  beginning  of  paper  money  until  1966. 

Listed  and  priced  on  eight  hundred  pages,  illustrated  with  over 
one  thousand  reproductions  of  actual  notes. 

The  volume  one  includes  (in  alphabetical  order)  all  present  and 
former  note  issuing  countries  from  Aden  to  China.  The  approximate  number 
of  entries  in  volume  one  only:  about  70  countries,  4200  notes  listed, 
and  250  reproduced.  The  price  section  is  twenty-two  pages  (66  columns) 
long;  also  included  is  another  "special  reference  section"  with  a 
Chinese-English  glossary,  the  numerals  of  the  world,  and  other  vital 
information,  covering  twenty  pages. 

Since  China  forms  a large  part  of  Volume  One,  it  was  necessary  to 
reproduce,  romanize  and  translate  some  2500  Chinese  characters  in  both 
glossary  and  catalog  sections.  However,  for  the  first  time,  the  collec- 
tor will  be  able  not  only  to  identify,  but  also  to  read,  pronounce  and 
understand  the  meaning  of  practically  all  of  the  more  important  charac- 
ters shown  on  Chinese  notes.  The  same  can  be  said  about  the  note- 
issues  in  the  other  languages  quoted,  transliterated  and  translated 
throughout  the  four  volumes  of  "Banknotes  of  the  World". 

Volume  One  has  now  been  printed.  Volumes  2,  3 and  4 will  be 
printed  every  two  or  three  months  after  volume  one  has  been  placed  on 
the  market.  All  volumes  will  be  of  the  same  large,  uniform  size  (11  x 
8#)  with  slick  covers.  The  countries  are  being  listed  in  alphabetical 
order  regardless  of  their  geographical  locations.

"NOTES  ON  PHILIPPINE  NOTES" 


The  first  paper  money  in  the  Philippine  Islands  was  issued  in 
May-1852.  On  past  issues  portraits  of  Presidents  George  Washington 
and  William  McKinley  have  appeared  on  Philippine  currency.  The  notes 
issued  by  the  Philippine  Islands  prior  to  World  War  II  are  no  longer 
legal  tender. 

An  issue  of  notes  referred  to  as  "Philippine  Victory  Notes"  were 
introduced  by  the  liberating  American  army  under  General  MacArthur^ 
command  at  the  beachhead  on  Leyte  Island  on  October  20,  1944.  At  the 
time  of  issue,  the  Victory  peso  was  equal  to  fifty  cents  in  U.S.  currency 
and  the  U.S.  troops  stationed  in  the  Islands  received  their  pay  in 
these  notes.  They  have  since  been  retired,  but  many  reached  the  United 
States  with  the  return  of  the  G.I.'s  and  are  being  held  in  collections 
or  as  souvenirs.

That  puts  me  at  a disadvantage  because  what  I don't 
know  about  paper  money  would  fill  a book,  and  if  you  don’t  believe  me, 
c mon  over  and  I 11  show  you  the  book.  Unless  you're  a dealer  or  you 
attend  every  show  you  can,  gaining  real  experience  with  paper  money  can 
oe  pretty  difficult.  After  all,  how  long  has  it  been  since  you’ve  seen 
a sacidle  blanket  or  shin  plaster  in  circulation?  (Unless  they're  no 

i Benn7  (39),  I spare  the  ladies  that  question.)  If  you 

let  the  right, people  know  that  you're  a paper  money  "expert”  you’ll^be 
surprised  what  you  learn  just  by  answering  the  telephone.  It  is  truly 
amazing  what  even  the  educated  public  doesn’t  know  about  our  currency. 

I ve  had.  people  who  should  know  better  ask  me  questions  that  I’d  expect 
a sixth  grader  to  know  as  a matter  of  professional  pride,  and  a desire 
to  pass  into  the  seventh  grade.  If  nothing  else,  answering  the  telephone 
is  a good  way  to  become  acquainted  with  the  various  conditions  of  paper 
money--f rom  very  poor  to  completely  worn  out.  For  some  mysterious  reason, 
the  general  public  seems  to  think  the  worser  the  shape  the  gooder  the 
value.  If  you  get  tired  of  answering  the  phone,  turn  the  chore  over  to 
your  wife  because  sooner  or  later  it’s  going  to  pay  off. 
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One  evening  a gentleman  called  to  ask  if  I'd  look  at  a )50  note  he 
had  found  among  his  grandfather's  papers.  Fifty  dollar  notes  are  plenti- 
ful and  so  are  grandfathers,  but  when  the  two  are  mentioned  in  the  same 
breath,  keep  listening.  The  gentleman  gave  me  a description  of  the  note, 
but  long  ago  I learned  not  to  come  to  any  conclusions  by  statements  made 
over  the  telephone.  Most  notes  fall  into  the  "I ' ve-never-seen-one-like- 
it-before"  category.  In  this  particular  instance,  I heard  enough  to  want 
to  see  the  note,  although  I was  hardly  prepared  for  what  was  laid  before 
me.  It  is  situations  like  this  that  every  collector  dreams  about,  but 
seemingly  only  happen  in  the  plush  inner  offices  of  the  big  name  dealers 
or  the  burglar-proof  libraries  of  multi-millionaires.  Never,  but  never, 
would  you  expect  a situation  like  this  to  occur  in  your  parlor  or  my 
kitchen i The  gentleman  laid  before  me  a copy  of  the  }50  Legal  Tender 
note,  Series  of  1869  (Fr.  #1 51 ) . Now,  any  paper  money  collector  worth 
his  Sugar  Crispies  knows  that  there  are  only  24  pieces  of  this  early  item 
of  government  issue  still  outstanding  on  the  U.  S.  Treasury  books.  Taking 
into  consideration  all  losses  due  to  fire,  known  and  unknown  Acts  of  God, 
poor  arithmetic  by  government  accountants,  and  people  who  simply  keep 
their  mouths  shut,  there  probably  aren't  more  than  12  in  existence  today- 
give  or  take  a dozen.  The  probability  against  another  copy  turning  up 
at  this  late  date  is  tremendous,  and  the  probability  against  it  turning 
up  in  front  of  you  or  me  is  astronomical 2 Needless  to  say,  I was  some- 
what more  than  a little  bit  awed  by  the  note  in  front  of  me.  Right  before 
me  was  a copy  of  the  note  that  many  collectors  consider  to  be  the  rarest 
item  in  the  entire  series  of  United  States  paper  money.  The  desire  to 
own  it  was  overpowering  and  the  temptation  to  tre.de  one  of  my  back  copies 
of  Playboy  for  it  was  irresistable—almost . Before  impulse  ran  away  with 
common  sense,  I had  the  presence  of  mind  to  pick  up  the  note  and  carefully 
examine  it.  It  was  faded,  well  worn  and  torn  around  the  edges,  and 
slightly  stained,  clear  evidence  of  circulation  or  an  unintentional  trip 
across  great  grandmother's  wash-board.  The  most  outstanding  feature  of 
the  note  was  the  presence  of  nine  J"  diameter  holes.  A magnifying  glass 
brought  out  the  fine  details  of  engraving  and  I remember  wishing  I had 
another  specimen  to  compare  it  with.  Everything  seemed  in  order  except 
one  thing--the  engine  work  on  the  upper  right  die  didn't  seem  as  sharp 
as  similar  dies  in  my  "Heath  Counterfeit  Detector".  At  first  I dis- 
missed this  as  due  to  age,  wear  and  a cheap  magnifying  glass,  besides, 
the  gentlemen  sitting  across  from  me  didn't  look  like  a counterfeiter.  { 
Well,  that  didn't  prove  anything;  I know  a lot  of  numismatists  who  don  t 
look  like  paper  money  collectors  either. (#)  With  a real  rarity  like  that 
)50  note  sitting  in  front  of  me,  I didn't  want  to  let  it  go  without  mak- 
ing some  effort  to  acquire  it.  However,  the  owner  didn't  want  to  let  the 
note  go,  he  just  wanted  to  have  it  appraised.  As  I think  back  now,  I 
believe  that  there  was  a shadow  of  a doubt  in  his  mind  over  its  authen-^ 
ticity.  I'm  pretty  sure  he  realized  what  he  had  (or  a reasonable  facimile 
thereof),  but  he  wanted  a stamp  of  authority.-  I couldn't  give  it  to  him, 
so  I asked  permission  to  send  the  note  to  one  of  the  country's  foremost 
experts  on  paper  money,  William  A.  Philpott,  Jr.  Mr.  Philpott -was  kind 
enough  to  examine  the  note  and  pronounced  it  counterfeit.  He  stated^ that 
during  the  period  of  our  history  when  these  notes  were  circulating,  it 
was  the  practice  of  the  United  States  Secret  Service  to  mutilate,  instead 
of  destroying  counterfeit -notes,  and  return  them  to  the  owner.  Mutila- 
tion was  accomplished  either  by  punching  holes  or  burning  the  word  coun- 
terfeit" on  the  face  of  the  note.  In  all  my  years  of  collecting,  I

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never  knew  that  and  probably  would  never  have  found  it  out  except  for  the 
appearance  of  that  note.  A good  project  for  someone  would  be  to  gather 
all  the  known  (and  unknown)  facts  about  paper  money,  and  publish  a "Hand- 
book for  Paper  Money  Collectors".  The  logical  place  to  start  might  be 
with  Mr.  Philpott.  I know  I would  like  to  spend  a few  hours  with  him 
just  to  learn  what  he  knows  about  paper  money  from  a collectors  view- 
point. Of  course,  while  there  I wouldn't  mind  viewing  his  collection-- 
or  what's  left  of  it.  His  notes  are  really  collectors  items  as  anyone 
who  has  been  lucky  enough  to  obtain  one  will  tell  you.  Compare  a genu- 
ine Philpott  with  an  ordinary,  everyday,  crisp,  uncirculated  specimen. 
Somebody’s  going  to  have  to  dream  up  another  classification  to  describe 
Philpott 'quality.  I wouldn’t  be  surprised  that  notes  with  a Philpott 
pedigree  will  someday  command  50/£  to  ]00%  more  than  an  ordinary  new 
specimen.  (The  foregoing  is  an  unsolicited  plug.  I never  met  Mr.  Phil- 
pott, and  could  only  afford  one  of  his  notes.)  Getting  back  to  that 
)50  bill--I  wish  I could  report  that  I finally  acquired  it,  and  it  now 
reposes  in  my  collection,  but  if  I did,  I’m  afraid  I’d  have  the  Secret 
Service,  The  FBI,  or  Bobby  Kennedy  breathing  down  my  neck. 


People  who  have  discovered  a truly  collectible  item  are  very  few 
and  far  between.  Most  callers  want  to  know  how  much  the  "Kennedy"  notes 
from  Dallas  are  worth.  Ho  amount  of  explanation  will  convince  them  that 
the  "K"  on  our  Dallas  PR N does  not  stand  for  Kennedy.  Once  a rumor  is 
started,  it  is  hard  to  squelch.  The  )1  Silver  Certificates  of  1935-G 
also  confuse  the  general  public.  One  day  somebody  is  calling  because^ 
he  found  a note  without  the  motto.  The  next  day  someone  else  is  calling 
because  she  found  a note  with  the  motto.  In  either  event,  they've  found 
a genuine  error  and  you  can’t  tell  them  anything  else.  I’ve  heard  of 
some  characters  demanding  gold  for  their  1929  Federal  Reserve  notes. 

But  the  thing  thao  really  drives  my  wife  buggy  are  the  people  who  insist 
they've  got  a small  size  note  from  the  Second  national  Bank  of  Saginaw 
dated  1913.  That  just  happens  to  be  the  number  of  the  bank,  so  the  end 
to  that  one  isn’t  in  sight  yet.  In  spite  of  the  seemingly  silly  questions 
most  people  are  sincere,  so  it's  very  important  to  be  able  to  smile 
over  the  telephone  and  still  tell  the  difference  between  the  bartender 
with  a fist  full  of  worn  out  National  Bank  bills  that,  he’s  been  told, 
are  worth  double  face,  and  the  person' who  really  has  something.  If  in 
doubt,  always  have  your  wife  answer  the  phone.  Having  her  do  the  talk- 
ing works  good,  especially  if  someone  has  a wire  tap  on  your  line. 


One  evening  several  years  ago  a young  lady  called  up  and  wanted 
some  information  on  a note  with  a yellow  seal.  This  was  long  before 
Uncle  Sam  took  the  "prohibited"  tra>de  mark  off  Gold  Certificates  and 
anything  that  sounded  like  "yellow"  over  the  telephone,  looked  like 
"gold"  to  me.  You  weren't  allowed  to  have  any  GO ' s—legally , but  any 
paper  money  collector  who  didn’t  have  at  least  one  in  his  collection  was 
either  collecting  foreign  paper  exclusively  or  confining  his  career  in 
crime  to  ignoring  parking  tickets.  In  those  days,  as  well  as  now,  I had 
good  reason  not  to  get  involved  with  the  "Infernal  Revenoors  so  I had 
my  wife  tell  the  lady  I didn't  know  anything  about  Gold  Certificates^ 
"~Jho",  she  said,  "mentioned  Gold  Certificates?"  "Hell",  my  wife  replied, 
"I  guess  my  husband  just  took  it  for  granted.  Most  people  call  gold 
seals  yellow."  "My  seal",  said  the  young  lady,  "is  yellow,  and  jat 
least  three  people  told  me  your  husband  was  the  person  to  call  xor  in- 
formation." "Flattery ",  my  wife  told  her,  "will  get  you  nowhere.  I ye 
been  married  to  him  for  twenty  years  and  I know  (censored)".  I wasn  t 

trying  to  flatter  him",  she  giggled,  "he's  probably  old  enough  to  be 
my  grandfather."  My  wife  got  such  a bang  out  of  that,  she  promptly 
invited  the  young  lady  over.  "I’ll  be  there  in  twenty  minutes.  Two 
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hours  later  the  doorbell  rang,  and  in  walked  the  young  lady  with  her 
mother.  Howl  That  was  some  mother.  I had  trouble  telling  who  was  who 
or  which  was  which.  The  young  lady  turned  out  to  be  a teller  at  a local 
bank.  She  was  about  to  get  married  and  presumably,  needed  cash  for  her 
trousseau  or  a last  fling.  Under  the  watchful  eye  of  Mama,  she  produced 
that  rarity  of  small  size  rarities,  the  )10  Silver  Certificate  with 
yellow  seal,  Series  of  1934--one  of  the  North  African  invasion  notes. 
There  was  no  question  about  the  young  lady’s  intentions,  she  wanted  to 
sell,  but  not  being  a collector  of  small  size  currency,  I wasn't  inter- 
ested in  buying.  I told  her  I only  collected  horseblankets  and  shin- 
plasters.  Ho,  ho,  hoi  You  should've  seen  the  look  on  her  face.  Sven  my 
wife  laughed  at  that  one. 

If  she  had  showed  up  recently,  she  could  just  about  have  named  her 
price  and  somebody  would  have  snatched  up  her  note  without  bickering. 
However,  this  was  several  years  ago  and  the  current  craze  for  small  size 
currency  hadn’t  started.  She  quite  obviously  needed  the  money,  so  I 
offered  to  try  to  find  a buyer.  Today  that  would  be  a cinch,  but  it  took 
some  doing  then.  I finally  found  one  but  the  young  lady  wasn’t  satisfied 
with  the  offer  and  declined.  When  I reported  the  refusal,  the  offer  was 
increased  and  I gave  the  prospective  buyer  the  lady’s  name  and  address. 

I also  offered  to  continue  to  act  as  official  az  grinder  and  was  accepted 
By  the  time  I got  in  touch  with  the  young  lady  again,  she  had  indeed  got- 
ten married,  and  was  now  eager  to  sell.  She  was  prevented  from  doing  so 
by  the  mysterious  disappearance  of  the  note.  The  case  was  solved  and 
forever  closed  when  the  young  lady  ruefully  admitted  that  her  husband  was 
missing  too. 

It  seems  as  though  the  latest  status  symbol  among  Numismatists  is  an 
unlisted  address.  The  apparent  reason  for  this  is  to  throw  any  would-be 
burglar  off  the  scent.  Of  course  the  more  you  try,  the  less  you  succeed 
and  the  less  you  succeed,  the  more  you  pinpoint  the  spotlight  on  yourself 
If  you're  a collector  of  any  merit,  it's  easy  to  see  why  you're  trying 
to  keep  your  address  a secret,  and  it  doesn't  take  a Sherlock  Holmes  to 
figure  out  where  you  keep  all  the  goodies,  else  why  go  to  all  the  trouble 
in  the  first  place.  Anyone  naive  enough  to  think  that,  just  because  they 
don't  list  their  address,  or  use  a P.0.  Box  No.  instead,  they  will  be 
a,ble  to  keep  their  residence  a secret,  had  better  have  second  thoughts. 
Letters  have  been  known  to  reach  their  destination  with  less  identifica- 
tion than  an  address  which  only  goes  to  prove  that  if  the  Post  Office 
Lep't.  can  do  it,  anybody  can  do  it.  Of  course,  like  any  other,  there  s 
another  side  to  this  controversy.  There  is  the  collector  who  doesn't  do 
anything  to  protect  his  collection.  He  not  only  doesn't  keep  it  in  the 
safe  deposit  box  where  it  belongs,  he  has  to  broadcast  about  it  to  every- 
one at  every  opportunity.  How  many  times  have  you  been  embarrassed ^ and 
bored  to  death  by  some  well  meaning  "collector"  who  insists  on  telling 
you  and  everyone  else  within  earshot  all  about  the  rare  note  he  has,  or 
why  his  exhibit  of  unique  serial  numbers  only  placed  third  on  the  long 
list  of  "a.lso-rans"  at  last  week’s  local  show,  or--you  name  it.  But,  as 
I've  said  before,  you  can't  enjoy  your  collection  when  it  s gathering 
cob  webs  in  a bank  vault,  so  the  only  thing  to  do  is  record  the  serial 
numbers  (in  triplicate)  and  insure  it,  unless  of  course,  you  can  afford 
to  replace  it  yourself  if  you  lose  it.  All  of  this  prattle  reminds  me 
of  painful  experiences  and  brings  me  around  to  the  time  "I  T~uz  robbed  . 

It  would  be  an  exciting  and  thrilling  climax  to  this  article  to  re- 
port that  the  Cosa  Nostra  or  the  Purple  Gang  were  involved,  and  that  the 
Secret  Service  or  FBI  had  to  be  called  in.

"Reference  is  made  to  your  communication  of  April  7,  1967  concerning 
-differences  in  size  of  presently  printed  notes  as  compared  to  the 
Series  1950E  notes. 

Until  1957,  all  United  States  Currency  and  Federal  Reserve  Notes 
were  -printed  by  the  wet  intaglio  process.  In  this  printing  process  the 
paper  is  thoroughly  softened  with  water  prior  to  being  pressed  against 
the  inked  engraved  plate.  After  the  printing  has  been  accomplished  the 
paper  dries  and  shrinks  and  the  printed  impression  becomes  smaller  than 
the  engraving.  Because  of  the  inherent  structure  of  the  paper,  the 
shrinkage  in.  one  direction  is  approximately  three  times  that  in  the 
other.  The  overall  dimensions  of  the  printed  area  and  trimmed  notes  of 
a,ll  denominations  of  Series  1950E  notes  are,  on  the  average,  the  same 
as  corresponding  notes  of  other  series  also  printed  by  the  wet  intaglio 
process . 

Beginning  with  the  Series  1957  |?1  Silver  Certificates,  the  dry  in- 
taglio process  was  initiated  in  this  Bureau.  At  the  present  time  approxi 
mately  95  percent  of  Federal  Reserve  Notes  are  printed  by  the  dry  intag- 
lio process  and  eventually  all  such  notes  will  be  printed  by  this  pro- 
cess. In  dry  intaglio  printing,  special  paper  and  printing  equipment 
are  used  so  as  to  obviate  the  need  for  wetting  the  paper.  The  paper 
does  not  shrink  due  to  moisture  change  and  so  the  printed  impression 
finally  obtained  has  essentially  the  same  dimensions  as  the  engraving. 

All  notes,  both  wet-printed  and  dry-printed,  are  uniformly  trimmed  while 
dry  after  the  final  intaglio  printing  operation."

"Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  concerning  the  use  of  a nine  digit 
serial  number  on  a currency  note  of  the  Series  1928A. 

While  it  is  true  that  star  notes  are  substituted  for  the  100- 
millionth  notes  of  the  various  denominations  and  series,  this  practice 
was  not  always  in  existence.  The  numbering  of  the  100-millionth  note 
with  nine  digits  was  started  on  the  present  size  currency,  but  we  are 
unable  to  find  records  showing  the  time  when  the  practice  was  discon- 
tinued, presumably  sometime  prior  to  1935*  We  cannot,  therefore,  certi- 
fy as  to  the  number  of  notes  carrying  the  nine  digit  serial  number  which 
might  have  been  issued.  >

"Reference  is  made  to  your  letter  dated  March  28,  1967,  relative  to  the 
legality  Of  superimposing  pictures  of  Presidents  Kennedy,  Johnson  and 
Martin  Luther  King  on  ,)1  Silver  Certificates. 

The  subject  of  superimposing  pictures  of  Presidents  Kennedy  and 
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and  Johnson  and  Dr.  King  has  previously  been  called  to  the  attention  of 
this  Department.  Based  on  our  investigation  of  the  matter,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Office,  in  which  the  Office  of  the  General  Counsel  con- 
curs, that  such  action  is  not  prohibited  by  any  existing  Federal  statute. 

The  two  Federal  statutes  relevant  to  the  matter  are  sections  333 
and  475  > ^ title  18,  United  States  Code.  Section  333  prohibits,  among 
things,  mutilating,  cutting,  defacing,  disfiguring,  perforating, 
uniting  or  cementing  together  any  Federal  Deserve  Bote  with  intent  to 
render  such  note  unfit  for  reissue.  This  office  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the; pasting  of  pictures  of  Presidents  Kennedy  and  Johnson  and  Dr.  King 
on  ,j>1  Silver  Certificates  or  $1  Federal  Reserve  Notes  is  not  done  with 
the. intent  to  make  such  currency  unfit  for  reissue.  Section  475  pro- 
hibits writing,  printing,  or  otherwise  impressing  upon  any  obligation 
or  security  of  the  United  States  any  business  or  professional  card 
notice,  or  advertisement  whatever.  Section  8,  title  18,  United  States 
Code,  defines  the  term  "obligation  or  other  security  of  the  United 

States  to  include  all  of  the  various  forms  of  paper  money  of  the  United 
States. 


The  pictures  involved  have  not  been  considered  an  advertisement 
or  notice  within  the  meaning  of  section  475  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  manufactured  as,  and  intended  to  be,  novelties."

man,  an  artist  or  an  opera  singer--anything  but  a keen,  intrepid  desper- 
ado whose  entire  life  was  given  over  to  a career  of  crime  almost  without 
parallel. 

One  might  say  of  Ben  Boyd,  "A  typical  unsophisticated  farmer.”  Yet 
ho  was  one  of  the  most  ingenious  and  daring  counterfeiters  who  ever 
monopolized  the  attention  of  the  Secret  Service.  Boyd  imitated  the 
five-collar  issues  of  the  thirteen  different  banks  of  Illinois  by  the 
use  of  a skeleton"  face  plate.  The  design  for  all  five  dollar  National 
currency  notes  were  identical,  except  for  the  title  of  the  bank.  Boyd 
simply  omitted  this  from  his  face  plate,  and  when  he  desired  a new  issue 
of  counterfeits,  it  was  only  necessary  to  cut  a title,  see  that  it  found 
its  proper  place  on  the  note,  and  start  his  press. 

Tom  Ballard  had  a remarkably  prepossessing  face --intelligent  and 
refined.  Ballard  was  an  engraver,  chemist,  inventor,  mechanic  of  rare 
skill,  and  an  expert  on  the  manufacture  of  paper.  Ballard  was  a univer- 
sal genius,  who  prostituted  his  talents  to  a forbidden  art,  and  was 
rewarded  with  a thirty  year  sentence--the  heaviest  ever  imposed  upon  any 
counterfeiter.  . Ballard,  like  Boyd,  used  skeleton  face  plates.  Tilth 
this  method  he  imitated  seven  ten  dollar  issues,  four  twenty  dollar 
and  four  two  dollar  issues  on  as  many  New  York  banks.  This  man's  product 
was  even  more  dangerous  because  of  his  ability  in  .duplicating  the  dis- 
tinctive paper  used  by  the  government  for  securities,. 

Not  all  of  the  faces  in  the  album  are  of  this  class,  but  in  the  year 
1900,  the  above  five  men  were  the  most  famous. 

Frank  L.  Seaver,  a New  York  coiner,  migrated  to  California  where 
he  became  the  able  assistant  of  the  past-master  of  bank-check  manipula- 
tors, . "Charley"  Becker.  Seaver  played  a prominent  role  in  a celebrated 
conspiracy  whereby  the  Bank  of .Nevada  in  San  Francisco,  was  defrauded 
of  ,,>20,000  in  gold. 

The  story  of  this  audacious  and  simple,  money-making  enterprise  is 
an  Interesting  one.  Early  in  December,  18955  A.  H.  Dean  rented  an 
office  room  in  the  Chronicle  Building  in  Sen  Francisco  for  the  professed 
purpose  of  conducting  a merchandise  brokerage  business.  A little  later 
he  opened  an  account  with  J2,500.  at  the  Bank  of  Nevada,  stating  that  his 
balance  would  run  from  , '>2,000.  to  530,500,  and  that  he  would  want  no 
accommodation.  For  some  time  he  so  manipulated  the  account  so  as  to 
invite  confidence. 

One  day  he  deposited  a draft  for  >22,000.  drawn  by  the  cashier  of 
the  Bank  of  Woodland,  California  on  its  correspondent,  the  Crocker- 
Woolworth  Bank  of  San  Francisco,  payable  to  himself.  This  was  sent 
through  the  clearing  house,  paid  by  the  Crocker-Woolworth  Bank,  and  the 
amount  placed  to  Dean's  credit. 

The  next  day  he  drew  out  520,000.,  taking  the  cash  in  four  bags  of 
gold.  He  jumped  into  a waiting  carriage  at  rhe  bank  door,  and  drove 
rapidly  away.  At  the  end  of  the  month  when  the  Crocker-Woolworth  Bank 
made  its  returns  to  the  Woodland  Bank,  it  was  discovered  that  the  Wood- 
land Bank  had  issued  no  such  draft.  The  only  one  it  had  drawn  that  was 
not  accounted  for,  was  one  for  twelve  dollars  in  favor  of  A.  H.  Holmes. 

A.  H.  Holmes,  alias  A.  H.  Dean , was  none  other  than  Frank  L.  Seaver. 

He  was  arrested  at  St.  Pawl,  Minnesota  two  months  later,  and  made 
a full  confession  stating  that  Becker  ha„d  raised  the  amount  of  the 
check  and  made  the  other  necessary  changes.

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It  is  incomprehensible  that  men  will  persevere  in  their  efforts  at 
counterfeiting  after  repeated  failures.  Two,  three  and  in  some  instances 
as  many  as  six  or  seven  attempts  are  recorded  against  the  same  individual. 

||  Jack  Mulvey's  is  a case  in  point.  Seven  convictions  in  fifteen  years. 

The  time  he  spent  in  prison  was  used  in  devising  new  schemes  and  mapping 
out  new  plans  whereby  the  public  was  to  be  defrauded,  and  the  detectives 
thwarted.  Each  time  witnessed  the  futility  of  these  schemes  and  pro- 
jects, and  new  chapters  were  added  to  his  already  long  criminal  history. 

In  addition  to  these  persistent  offenders,  new  candidates  for 
criminal  honors  is  ever  on  the  increase,  and  more  are  entering  the  field. 
The.  Secret  Service  continues  to  reap  its  yearly  harvest  of  phoney  money 
specialists.
